Presbyterian 
College Men 
Stage Strike 

Actions of Lady 
Superintendent 
Provoke Protest 



•The residents "of llic Presby- 
terian College Imve gone on 
strike. Last, Wednesday ,,aMin- 
ner hour, they cstnblishcd*n^l)oy- 
cott'of the resident's dinning- 

' room as a protest against a long 
scries of unsuitable meals, cul- 
minating in a dinner of rotten 
fish that noon. 

The strike, however, was tempor- 
arily called off'at 2 p.m. yesterday 
the armistice to continue until 2 
p.m. this afternoon when the House 
Committee, the body which gov 
cms the Presbyterian College, has 
agreed to meet a delegation of stU' 
dents and discu£s a satisfactory 
means of settling the matter. 

According to a student spoi<esman, 
this walkout is the culmination of 
more subdued protests which has 
continued over a long period of 
time. The complaints are directed 
against the present Lady Superln 
tendent ol the Coliege, He stated 
that, though the main motive for 
the strike '. vtas the conditions in 
the dining-room and especially the 
attitude of the Lady Superintendent, 
it was also designed to provide a 
more effective means of bringiiig 
the students' attitudes to the atten- 
tion of the House Committee. 
REPRESENTATIONS IGNORED 

All - previous representations to 
this body on the part of the res! 
dents, were ignored. Delegations 
were sent and signed petitions were

the various grievances. But, all such 
constitutional methods availing no- 
thing, it was found necessary to re- 
sort to an open strike.

Edith Bronstein 
Gives Backgrounds 
Of Metropolis 

At a lunch meeting yesterday of 
the Cosmopolitan Club, in the 
Union, Edith Bronstein gave an in- 
teresting discourse on the city of 
Montreal, thus culminating a series 
of similar talks in which the speak- 
ers had given en outline of the hls- 
toiy and culture of their native

Edith Bronstein first gave a re- 
sume of the historical background 
of Montreal, giving an Indication of 
the development of the city from 
the Indian settlement of Hochelaga, 
tracing Its progress from a fishing 
village to a fur trading centre right 
on^to the busy metropolis that:it.is 
today. She also presented statisti- 
cal data on various phases of the 
city's existencef and functioning.

Wit WiU Win 
In Eloquence 

Ford Shows 
Importance of 
Being Funny 

"You can illustrate practically 
anything you want by a story, a 
funny story," was the advise given 
by^Mr.^Max Ford ' to . the^ audience 
assemiîilèd in the R.V.C. ' Common 
Room last night, when he spoke on 
"The Use of Humour in Public 
Speaking." 

Mr. Ford said that often in his 
experiences in speaking they had 
won debates by tickling the funny 
bones of the audience, putting them 
at their ease, and thus converting 
them to their side. Repartee, ridi 
culing your opponents, turning his 
cold facts into boomerangs, was one 
of the best ways of meeting argu- 
ments which you could not refute, 
said the speaker. The idea was to 
take the minds of your audience 
away from your opponents' facts. 
One of the most effective means is 
the pun, which. Judiciously and not 
too frequently used, is one of the 
best forms of humour. 

In his opinion, the object of a 
Mock Parliament is to prepare one 
for politics, of a debate to sharpen 
the wits, and of public speaking to 
keep an audience awake for a 
short length of time. To aciiieve 
this It is necessary to punctuate a 
speech with wit humourous aneC' 
dotes told in the original, yemacu' 
lar, without which they lose most 
of their value. The lecturer describ- 
ed humour as "something which 
gives the octane to gas, .the sparkle 
to wine, atid which might give the 
oomph to Ann Sheridan." ' 

Mr. Ford stated that most pco 
pies have their own type of 
humour; and his talk was illus- 
trated with many examples of 
hunkodr of all lands, each with ap- 
propriate dialects. He paid parti- 
cular praise to the humour of the 
people of Great Britain, whose war 
experiences he has shared. "It is 
their sense of humour which will 
keep the old flag flying." he said. 
It certainly won't be the politi- 
cians." One of the weaknesses of

Argentine and 
Chile Criticized 
By Humphrey. 



"The Rio Conference was not a 
complete failure," declared Pro. 
f essor Humphrey, addressing v^ths 
first meeting of the International 
Relations Club yesterday, on thfc 
recent congress of foreign minis- 
ters at Rio de Janeiro. After brief- 
ly tracing the growth of the Pan- 
American movement since Its In- 
ception at. the meeting , of .Panama 
in 1826, the speaker went' oh to tell 
of the plans of suggested action by 
the c o m b I-n e d Latin-American 
states in the event of war. 

At Rio the United States had 
hoped for concerted action from 
her neighbors In supporting her 
against her attackers, but the orig- 
inal resolution directing at least the 
combined breaking off of relations 
withctiur^lijds, was changed to a 
mere recommendation that the 
countries concerned should adopt 
such measures as they individually 
thought fit "If we' want the 'Ml- 
Iain in the piece," said Professor 
Humphrey, "we must look to Ar- 
gentina," whose defection, he re- 
garded as being chiefly dictated by 
fear of attack, and -of her position 
after the war as well as by a. "naive 
trust In the old ideal of neutrality." 

During the discussion that fol- 
lowed the speaker answered, var- 
ious questions bearing on the sub 
Ject, and especially on Argentina. 
The Club President, Bob Mitchell, 
who introduced the speaker, an- 
nounced that the" next meeting will 
be held in a fortnight's time, when 
a member of the Club Is to read a 
I»»P«.
